OBEDIENCE BETTER 
THAN SACRIFICE 





“Behold, to obey is better than 
wacrifice, and to hearken than 
the fat of rams. For rebellion is 
as the sin of witchcraft, and 
stubbornness is as iniquity and 
idolatry. Because thou hast 
rejected the word of the Lord, 
he hath also rejected thee from 
being King.” 1 Sam. 15:22, 23. 

There is nothing so essential 
as complete obedience to God. 
Obedience is doing God’s will as 
revealed in His Word and in our 
hearts by His spirit. 

It should never be forgotten 
or overlooked that the Spirit and 
the Word agree. The Spirit 
mever leads or directs jcontrary 
to the Word of God. To disre- 
gard the Word of God and its 
teachings and give ourselves 
over to leadings and impressions 
means final disaster. 

One brother had some lead- 
ings or impressions wholly at 
variance with the Word of God 
and was shown the Scripture 
that condemned his impressions. 
He admitted that it was Bible al- 
right, but that he had the Holy 
Ghost and He was leading him. 

On the other hand to merely 
accept the literal Word of God 
and literalize everything and 
totally ignore the office work of 
the Holy Spirit means a form 
without the power, and a denial 
of the power, which results in 
lifeless services, dry preaching, 
and no revival fire. 

The Holy Ghost is just the 
sane today as He was 1800 
years ago. He should be given 
complete right away in our 
gervices without being Kindered 
or grieved. 

He is yet able to speak to the 
literal church as He did in days 
of old, when he said, “Separate 
me Barnabas and Saul for the 
work whereunto I have called 
them.” From this we see the 
Spirit working in harmony with 
the Word of God, and both the 
literal and spiritual in perfect 
harmony with each other. 

It is our privilege to recognize 
both the Spirit and the Word 
and the beautiful harmony in 
which they work. Holy men of 

old spake as they were, moved 
by the Holy Ghost. 

For our protection and safe 
landing on the Golden Shores 
of eternity: God has provided 
for us a triune or triple leader- 
ship. 
First, the Word of God to guide 

our intellect. 
Second, the Spirit of God to 

guide our spirits. 
Third, the providence of God to 
guide our bodies. 

By this triple leadership, ‘we 
ean safely walk the shining way 
that shineth more and more un- 
to the perfect day, for the steps 
of a good man are ordered by 
the Lord and He delighted in His 
way. " 

Complete obedience involves 
the sacrifice of one’s self to God. 
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giving of our substance to God. 
Obedience is self sacrifice. Hence 
to obey is better than sacrifice, 
and to hearken than the fat of 
rams. 


There can be no substitute for 
obedience. Saul tried to sub- 
stitute sacrifice, but God would 
not accept it for to obey is bet- 
ter than sacrifice and God wants 
the best for which He is worthy. 


Saul’s disobedience to God 
and failure t6 comply with the 
directions given brought sorrow 
and regret to the heart of God, 
insomuch that He said, “It re- 
penteth me that Ihave set up 
Saul to be King: for he is turned 
back from following me, and 
hath not preformed my com- 
mandments. And it grieved 
Samuel; and he cried unto the 
Lord all night.” 1 Sam. 15:11. 

Our complete surrender to 
God and perfect obedience to 
His will and purpose will bring 
joy and victory to our souls. We 
should unconditionally abandon 
ourselves to the blessed control 
of the Holy Ghost and let Him 
have full possession of every 
faculty of our being to be used 
by Him in His own good way. 
To thus surrender ourselves to 
Him our whole spiritual nature 
will develop to the honor and 
glory of God. 

The gift of the spirit is con- 
ditioned on obedience. “If you 
love me, keep my command- 
ments. And I will pray the Fa- 
ther, and he shall*give you an- 
other Comforter, that he may 
abide with you for ever.” John 
14:15, 16. 


Divine blessings are con- 
ditioned on obedience. ‘Behold, 
I set before you this day a bless- 
ing and a curse, A blessing, if 
you obey the commandments of 
the Lord your God, which I 
command you this day: And a 
curse if you will not obey the 
commandments of the Lord 
your God, but turn aside out of 
the way which I command you 
this day, to go after other gods, 
which you have not known.” 
Deut. 11:26-28.

“Be sure your sin will find you 
out.” Num. 32:23. 

There is something about sin you 
can’t keep covered up, it will reveal 
itself. About the time you think you 
have the thing hidden from the world, 
behold, it has leaked out and is in 
the mouth of everybody. God has 
said in His word, “Whatsoever a man 
soweth that shall he also reap.” If 
you live in sin somewhere down the 
line you are going to reap the re- 
sults of it. / 

There is in the vegetable kingdom a 
law of sowing and reaping that is as 
unchangeable as God Himself. If you 
plant an acorn you are sure to get 
an oak. It will never make a pine 
or maple. You will never get a cotton 
or cane stalk by planting corn; you 
do not expect to get an apple by 
planting a peach seed and vice versa; 
you do not gather grapes of thorns 
or figs of thistles. If you sow wheat 
you reap wheat. If you sow oats 
you reap oats. “Whatsoever a man 
soweth that shall he also reap.” 

There is another law in sowing and 
reaping in the vegetable kingdom 
that is worthy of consideraton and 
that is, you always reap more than 
you sow. You plant one grain of 
wheat or corn and you reap many 
hundred grains. What is true in the 
vegetable kingdom is true in the 
moral realm. You not only reap what 
you sow but you reap much more 
than you sow. When you drop a 
pebble in a lake of water, at first 
there is a small ring, then it begins 
to spread and it continues spreading 
till the whole lake has been covered 
with the waves; so it is with wicked 
words and deeds. Some one un- 
thoughtedly starts an evil report on 
some one. It is a very small affair 
at first but like the wave in the lake 
ii keeps spreading until the whole 
eommunity is stirred and sometimes 
ives are lost. Like the little seed 
you reap much more than you sow. 
And like the lake in which the wave 
started and keeps spreading till the 
whole surface of the lake has been 
covered with the waves, so deeds and 
acts, either good or had, start influ- 
ences on the great sea of time that 
continue to effect humanity till time 
has reached the shores of eternity, 

An unkind word, an ugly deed, or 
even careless or indiffernt living in 
the presence of those with whom we 
come in contact may be the means 
of changing the whole course of their 
life. Their lives effect other lives and 
the other lives effect still others and 
so on as long as time lasts there 
keeps piling up an ever increasing 
harvest to be met at the judg- 
ment. The Scripture saith, “Behold, 
what a great matter a little fire 
kindleth.” 

This law works the same way in 
the sowing of good seed. How are 
you sowing, my brother? “Whatsoever 
a man soweth, that shall he also 
reap.” “Be sure your sin will find 
you out.” If it does not overtake you 
in this world you will meet it at the 
judgment. 

Let us be careful to maintain good 
works for the reward will be accord- 
ing to that which we have done. Re- 
member you are responsible for the 
kind of seed you sow. Satan will 
furnish all the evil seed you 
will sow for him and will not charge 
one penny for it, and remember ev- 
ery seed he gives you will germinate 
and yield a bountiful harvest.

The Sin of Adam 


A more comfortably situated man 
has never lived in this world; a less 
complicated code of laws’ never ex- 
isted in the probationary state of 
any man; a higher standard of com- 
panionship has never been enjoyed by 
anyone; he walked and talked with 
God in person. Indeed an excuse for 
his sin is hard to find. This he tried 
to make but it was so flimsy God 
seemed to not notice it. ° As soon as 
the deed was performed he imme- 
diately absented ‘himself from his 
happy home and ran for the brush 
and proceeded to make a covering 
to hide his sin, 

While he was thus engaged he 
heard a voice saying, “Adam where 
art thou?’ From the under brush 
came the cowardly answer, “Here 
am I.” His conscience gave him 
away: his sin had found him out. 
When a man sins he doesn’t like to 
be found where God makes His pres- 
ence felt. While a man that is in 
touch with God enjoys His presence.

The Sin of Cain 


Cain was the first murderer; he 
slew his brother Abel over a religious 
controversy. Men will fight over re- 
ligion when it-is in the head and not 
in the heart, and they will kill you, too. 
That was the trouble with Cain, his 
religion was not in his heart and he 
became jealous of his brother and 
slew him because God honored his 
brother above him. Cain was not 
only the first murderer; but he filled 
the position of grave digger, undertak- 
er and funeral director; but instead 
of doing this out of respect for the 
dead, he had an entirely different 
motive. He must cover up his sin 
and hide it from God and man- He 
made haste! The dirt flew in the 
air and soon an excavation sufficient- 
ly deep was made to conceal the 
mangled body of his brother. He 
rolied him into it and placed the 
dirt back in the hole; even the soil 
that was stained with his brother’s 
blood was possibly covered. The 








leaves were scattered over the grave 
until no one‘ would suspicion any- 
thing wrong. He thought he had it 
concealed; but listen, there is an eye 
that never sleeps and an ear that 
can hear the voice of blood as it 
speaks from the ground: “Cain, 
where is Abel thy brother?”

To hide their 
crime they dipped the torn and shred- 
ded coat of Joseph in the blood of a 
goat and made -their old father be- 
lieve Joseph was dead, but God cared 
for and preserved Joseph and raised 
him to a position of honor. When the 
famine ravaged the land of his breth- 
ren they were forced to bow at the 
feet of Joseph for corn. After being 
tortured and mortified in various ways 
Joseph makes himself known unto his 
brethren and forces them to confess 
their crime to their old father whom 
they had decieved and caused much 
grief for many yeara. Their sin had 
found them out. 


The Sin of David 


David yields to temptation and is 
involved in a heinous crime. It was 
of such a nature that to conceal it, 
it became necessary for him to take 
the life of her good husband. . This 
he planned in such a way as not to 
arouse the least suspicion in the mind 
ot the most careful observer. Uriah 
was placed in front of the battle and 
slain and David took his wife to be 
his own. Everything seemed to be 
moving on nicely till he “met one 
of God’s old prophets who put forth 
a parable to David, who on being 
asked what should be done with such 
a character declared he should be 
Dut to death. The old prophet said, 
“Thou art the man.” His sin had 
found him out. 


The Sin of Gehazi 


Naaman, the captain of the host of 
Assyria, was afflicted with leprosy. 
He was sent to Israel to see the 
prophet of God for*healing. After 
being healed he wanted to give the 
prophet valuable presents and much 
money. The prophet refused to take 
anything in remuneration. After the 
departure of Naaman, Gehazi, the 
servant of the prophet, followed Naa- 
man and told him that his master had 
decided to take a certain amount for 
special purposes and obtained twice 
as much as he asked. This he hid 
in the tower intending to use it for 
his own purpose and returned unto 
his master as though nothing had 
happened. [Elisha said, “Whence 
comest thou Gehazi? And he said, 
Thy servant went no whither, And he 
said unto him, Went not mine heart 
with thee, when the man _ turned 
again from his chariot to meet thee? 
Is it a time to receive money, and to 
receive garments, and oliveyards 
and vineyards, and sheep, and oxen 
end maidservants? The leprosy there- 
fore of Naaman shall cleave unto 
thee, and unto thy seed forever. And 
he went from his presence a leper as 
white as snow.” His sin had found 
him out. ,

What is sinning againet the Holy 
Ghost? J. L. U. 


The Jews were accusing Jesus of 
casting out d@vils by Beelzebub, the 
prince of de This of course was 
blasphemy. told them that they 


could blaspheme the Son of man and 
it might be forgiven, but if they 
should blasph@me the Holy Ghost, it 
should not forgiven them in this 
world nor in the world to come. He 
was giving them to understand that 
while they were attributing the works 
of the Lord in casting out devils to 
that of Satan, they were blaspheming 
the Holy Ghost, for the devils were 
cast out by the finger of God or the 
power of God, and the Holy Ghost is 
the power. So the many different 
works Which are being done by the 
power of the Holy Ghost today are 
hot te be spoken of lightly. Some 
might sin against the Holy Ghost 
before they know what they are do- 
ing. Some will doubtless be thinking 
something like this; I have seen peo- 
ple speak against the Holy Ghost, 
then receive the Pentecostal baptism. 

That is all true, but the truth of 
the matter is they hadn’t really 
sinned against the Holy Ghost. Jesus 
says that blasphemy cometh from the 
heart, and that casual, seemingly 
slighty talk is many times not blas- 
phemy, as it didn’t come from the 
deep of the soul. 

Can those who do not have the 
experience of the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost sin against Him? J. L. U. 

Yes, I think they may. Those Jews 
te whom He was talking didn’t have 
the experience, and if they didn’t 
blaspheme the Holy Ghost they were 
going in that direction. I believe 
they stepped over the dead line, 
which means blasphemy beyond for- 
giveness. 

How did the man get into the mar- 
riage supper without the wedding 
garment on?

Jesus took a literal happening to 
illustrate the subject he was dealing 
with. It is said that the Jews of 
olden times, when having a wedding 
feast, would furnish the guests with 
a wedding garment, all having the 
same kind of garments.

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PRESUMPTUOUS SINS

After reading the Evangel and en- 
joying the good pieces of our worthy 
editor and associate editors, I felt con- 
strained to write a little message for 
our paper and have in our opinion 
chosen one of the largest subjects jn 
the world. In fact, we consider it the 
principal beseting sin of the world and 
that is the sin of presumption. 

Now to presume anything, is to take 
for granted, on probable grounds; sup- 
pose, ta venture without actual leave; 
to form confident or arrogant opin- 
ions: behave with over confidence or 
presumption. - 

Under the law the punishment for 
presumptuous sins was physical death, 
“And-the man that will do presumpt- 
wously, and will not hearken unto the 
priest that standeth to minister there 
before the Lord thy God, or unto the 
judge, even that man shall die: and 
thou shalt put away the evil from 
Israel.” Deut. 17:12. 

Physical death under the law means 
spiritual death under grace. 

That God fearing man and a man 
after God’s own heart (David) was 
afraid of this sin and prayed. “Keep 
back thy servant also from presumpt- 


uous sins.” Psa. 19:13. No doubt he 
remembered what had hap; ..ed to 
some of his ancestry, as they jour- 


neyed from Kgypt to Canaan. 

After Moses had sent the twelve 
spies to view out the land, and ten 
of them brought back an evil report, 
the people refused to go over and pos- 
‘sess the land which God had promised 
them, there by, becoming rebels by 
refusing to obey God through His 
chosen leaders. God immediately be 
gan to smite them with pestilence and 
said He would disinherit them, but 
the punishment only came to the ones 
who rebelled. 

The good spies were not punished 
but were permitted to go over. 

After Moses began to tell them of 
the punishment God was going to 
inflict upon them, they began to 
mourn, but alas! to late; they had 
already rebelled. 

“And they rose up early in the 
morning, and gat them up into the 
top of the mountain, saying, Lo, we 
be here, and will go up unto the place 
which the Lord shath promised: for 
we have sinned. And Moses said, 
“Wherefore now do ye transgress the 
commandment of, the Lord? but it 
shall not prosper. Go not up, for the 
Lord is not among you; that ye be 
mot smitten before your enemies. For 
the Amalekites and the Canaanites 
are there before you, and ye shall fall 
by the sword: because ye are turned 
away from the Lord, therefore’ the 
Lord will not be with you. BUT THEY 
PRESUMED TO GO UP UNTO THE 
HILL TOP: nevertheless the ark of 
the covenant of the Lord (typically the 
Church of God) and Moses, departed 
mot out of the camp. Then the 
Amalekites came down, and _ the 
Canaanites which dwelt in that hill, 
and smote them, and discomfited them 
even unto Hormah (to destruction).” 
Num. 14: 40-45. 

No wonder Moses knew hew to ad- 
vise and instruct these people; be 
eause he had a past experience along 
the same lines. God told him to speak 
to the rock, .but instead he presumed 
God would be with him and smote it. 
God never permitted him to enter the 
land of promise because of this one 
act of presumption and disobedience. 

Denominationalist today are adepts 
sinning the sin of presumption. God 
has been away from many of them for 
years and still they go having a form 
of godliness but denying the power. 
Just presuming that God is with them. 

I tell you, beloved, we have a real 
God whose Shekinah Glory shines up- 
on His children continually. 

There is danger among our own 
«Church of God) people about commit- 
ting the sin of presumption. Presum- 
ing that we can do this little thing 
and another, and -God is still with us 
because we can still speak in tongues. 
I tell you, nay; if He spared not the 
angels that sinned neither will He 
spare us if we sin. 

But some of the greatest presuming 
on God I’ve seen is when people sin, 
rebel, and still claim to have the spirit, 
have more manifestation than they 
ever had, make more noise, jump 
higher and shout louder. Surely 
Peter saw this crowd when he wrote 
2 Peter 2:10. ““Presumptuous are they, 
selfwilled, they are not afraid to speak 
‘evil of dignities.” 

Whereas angels, which are greater 
in power and might, bring not railing 
accusation against them before’ the 
Lord. But these, as natural brute 
beasts, made to be taken and destroy- 
ed, speak evil of the things they un- 
derstand not; and shall utterly perish 
im their own corruption.” Read the 
rest of the chapter. 

We may go out of the Church of 
God and presume that we still have 
the spirit and are a member but it 
does not make it so. 

We have seen many poor deluded 
devil bound souls, that once had a 
good experience, just going right 
ahead following their own ways with- 
out government refusing to have God 
appointed men over them, refusing to 
listen to any kind of admonition, just 
set in their ways to that extent, they 
would not listen to reason. This is 
stubbornness of the basest kind. They 
say; “I will have my way if the Church 
of God goes to pieces,” still they are 
presuming that God is with them. 

Another class is like David. He had 
eommitted adultery and murder, and 
was just going right along having a 
big time with the other fellow’s wife, 
but the blood of the murdered Uriah 
was crying up to God all the time. No 
doubt during all this time the king 
was persuming that God was with him. 
Doubtless he thought his sin was 
covered and hid from the people but 
not so. God’s man came along one day 
and becan to tell him, a little story 

f : 


and when David got just where God 
wanted him and passed judgment on 
himself Nathan suddenly proclaimed, 
“Thou art the man.” In our imagina- 
tion we can just see him going tw 
pieces, he had been found out. God’s 
man had discovered or uncovered him. 
So it is today. Nothing canbe hidden 
from God’s people any more. Every 
secret thing shall be made manifest. 
“He that covereth his sins shall not 
prosper.” 

But hear David, instead of going 
out and being a rebel he said, “Have 
mercy upon me, O God, according to 
thy loving kindness: according unto 
the multitude of thy tender mercies 
blot out my transgressions. Wash me 
throughly from mine iniquity and 
cleanse me from my sin.” For I ac- 
knowledge my transgressions: and my 
sin is ever before me. Purge me with 
hyssop and I shall be clean: wash me 
and I shall be whiter than snow. 
Create in me a clean heart, O God; 
and renew a right spirit within me. 
Restore unto me the joy or thy sal- 
vation; and uphold me with thy free 
spirit.” Psa, 51:1-3; 7, 10, 12. e 

Oh! That some of us had a penitent 
spirit like this. 

Danger! Yes, I say danger; we are in 
grave danger of following a persumpt- 
uous spirit. 

In these awful days lets know, where 
God is, and follow Him uncompromis- 
ingly. We don’t know who will go 
away. next but we do know this is the 
Church of God, and we are members 
in particular and mean to follow 
where He leads. 

What we say unto one we say unto 
all, Watch! that we may not through 
an act of selfwill or presumption be 
cut off as the children of, Israel or 
Moses was but when the day comes 
may we be counted worthy, to enter in 
through the gates into the city. May 
God bless you.
